Wa) Y PA decides I need an ign dms so he hikes me off to one of 
these here schools what is supposed to learn you anything you 
2 want to know. I wuz takin’ an engineerin’ course but I'm here 
to tell you I'd rather bust a horse any day. 

“A gent they calls a principal comes over and shakes my dad's paw 
and they made all necessary arrangements, includin' how soon was I to 
besent home. Ifigured as how they wasn't much I didn't know so I says 
to myself, "Don't let'em put nuthin’ over on ya."

Saginaw took its hardest beating in years Saturday, when Flint's 
great eleven came to town with 1,500 rooters and a 30-piece band de- 
termined to climb one round nearer the state championship. After the 
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game fully 4,000 spectators realized that they had seen one of the great- 
est high school teams in years, a team that could give some of the smaller 
college teams a great fight.
